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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 


My  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough 
contains,  in  a  very  much  contracted  form,  a  record  of  continuous  work 
under  difficult  conditions.  Its  pages  indicate,  in  varying  degrees, 
the  possible  effect  of  war-time  conditions  upon  the  general  public. 


The  birth-rate  of  18.1  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the 
Borough  which  shows  its  result,  to  some  extent,  in  the  highest  Infant 
Mortality  since  1929:-

This,  however,  is  not  a  complete  picture.  After  nearly  three 
years  of  war  with  black-out  conditions  causing  unsi  itable  ventilation 
and  unsatisfactory  sleeping  conditions  for  infants,  together  with  the 
overcrowding  which  exists  in  most  parts  of  the  Borough  due  to  the  fact 
that  houses  for  the  working- classes  are  not  being  built  and  that  many 
have  been  destroyed  and  become  uninhabitable,  conditions  have  resulted 
which  are  most  unsuitable  for  the  rearing  of  healthy  infants. 


The  three  main  causes  of  the  increase  in  Infant  Mortality  in  the 
Borough  are  Pneumonia,  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  and  Whooping  Cough,  all 
these  having  as  a  predisposing  cause  the  conditions  under  which  child-  m 
are  living.  The  only  attractive  feature  is  a  reduction  In  the  numbe.-. 
of  premature  births. 


Later  in  the  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  have  continued  their  activities  and  all  measures  have  been 
taken  to  counteract  anti-social  conditions  affecting  health.  Fruit 
juices,  cod  liver  oil,  etc.,  have  been  issued  to  children  under  5  years 
of  age  and  all  the  First  Aid  Posts  in  the  Borough  have  been  used  as 
distributing  centres  in  order  to  give  increased  facilities  to  mothers 
to  obtain  supplies. 

As  regards  the  general  death-rate,  this  is  also  the  highest  since 
1929,  the  main  causes  being  an  increase  in  the  deaths  due  to  Pneumonia, 
Tuberculosis,  Diphtheria,  Measles,  and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  is  only  slightly  higher  than  last 
year  which  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  Comparing  this  rate  of  1.65 
with  that  of  6.08  for  the  year  1929 , which  ha s  been  previously  quoted 
and  which  was  a  bad  year  all-round,  there  has  been  a  decided  reduction. 
When  it  is  realised  that  during  the  year  there  were  only  five  deaths 
compared  with  four  In  the  previous  year,  it  would  appear  to  Indicate 
that  there  is  safety  and  security  in  child-birth  at  the  present  time. 

A  new-comer  in  diseases  to  an  editorial  of  the  Health  Report  is 
Scabies.  This  disease  which  is  really  a  contagion  due  to  the  ’itch’ 
mite  is  caused  by  close  contact,  more  especially  in  bed  at  night;  and 
also  to  conditions  which  favour  overcrowding  and  lack  of  regular 
cleanliness.  War-time  conditions  favour  these  latter,  although  the 
soldiers  returning  home  from  camp  or  barracks  have  not  been,  as  has 
been  so  often  stated,  the  means  of  carrying  this  contagion  -  the  reverse 
being  more  strictly  accurate. 

When  it  was  realised  that  Scabies  was  becoming  a  major  problem 
affecting  general  health,  steps  were  taken  very  early  to  prevent  undue 
infection  and  unnecessary  absenteeism.  A  Scabies  Officer  was 
appointed,  being  transferred  from  other  duties,  in  order  to  prevent  any 
case  of  Scabies  being  undetected  or  untreated.  The  homes  of  school 
children  were  visited  and  any  infected  adults  or  children  under  school 
age  were  recommended  for  treatment.  To  meet  this,  all  the  shower  bath 
accommodation  In  the  gas  cleansing  units  of  First  Aid  Posts  were  made 
available  (1)  in  the  mornings  for  children  under  school  age  and  (2)  in 
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the  evenings  for  adults;  ointment  was  provided  and  patients  were  asked 
to  bring  their  own  soap  and  towel  and  a  clean  under- garment . 

The-  Scabies  Order,  which  came  into  force  at  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  was • circulated  to  all  general  practitioners  in  the  Borough  and  they 
were  asked  for  their  co-operation  in  bringing  to  the  notice  of  this 
Department  cases  of  Scabies.  In  order  to  give  some  impression  of  the 
extent  of  this  disease,  over  3,000  cases  are  known  to  have  occurred 
during  the  first  six  months  of  the  present  year  in  the  Borough. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  is  anxious  to  have  every  child  who  is 
unprotected  against  Diphtheria  made  safe  by  inoculation  as  soon  as 
possible.  Every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  secure  this  end.  Press 
notices,  posters,  notices  on  trams  and  buses,  birthday  cards  to  children 
at  12  months,  and  public  addresses  have  all  constituted  a  means  of 
informing  the  public  of  the  Ministry's  wishes.  Further  details  of  this 
campaign  are  shown  in  another  part  of  the  Report  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
record  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  those  submitting  to  protection. 

Hospital  beds,  general,  infectious,  and  for  tuberculosis,  have  been 
fully  occupied  throughout  the  year  and  the  work  of  the  hospital 
institutions  is  indicated  in  later  pages.  A  survey  has  been  made  of 
the  provision  of  hospital  beds  at  the  present  time  in  order  to  provide 
material  for  any  post-war  reconstruction  in  connection  with  hospital 
planning.  The  subjoined  table  indicates  that  there  are  6.7  beds  for 

every  thousand  of  the  population.  This  number  up  to  the  present  has 
proved  satisfactory;  but  whether  it  will  be  considered  sufficient  in 
post-war  planning  and  an  increased  desire  for  hospital  treatment,  remains 
to  be  seen.

The  Borough  was  comparatively  free  from  serious  infections  during 
the  year;  the  main  diseases  in  which  increased  incidence  took  place  were 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis. 

As  regards  Tuberculosis,  after  two  years  of  war  it  was  anticipated 
that  there  would  be  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease.  The 
actual  increase  was  81  namely,  18  pulmonary  and  63  non -pulmonary. 

The  ’Cinderella'  of  the  Department,  namely,  the  Civil  Nursing 
Reserve,  has  continued  to  find  employment  for  trained  and  partially 
trained  nurses.  If  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Local 
Emergency  Committee  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve,  found  later  in  the 
Report,  is  perused,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  good  deal  of  continuous  work 
in  connection  with  the  provision  and  training  of  nurses  has  been 
carried  on  throughout  the  year. 

Another  branch  of  medicine  which  is  becoming  increasingly 
prominent  during  the  war  is  that  in  connection  wit. a  blood  transfusion. 

The  Sunderland  Emergency  Blood  Transfusion  Service  is  looked 
after  by  a  Committee  which  meets  monthly  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  is 
responsible  for  the  supply  of  a  satisfactory  number  of  blood  donors  to 
meet  either  the  civil  needs  of  the  population  or  the  special  needs  which 
air  raids  or  invasion  would  incur.  Details  are  given  later  on  in  the 
Report . 

In  my  last  Report  I  gave  details  of  the  working  of  the  Casualty 
Services  in  which  so  many  of  your  officers  are  engaged.  The  standard 
of  efficiency  has  been  well  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The 

demand  .  for  industrial  workers  and  for  the  Services  has  greatly 
decreased  the  personnel  in  numbers  and  has  caused  a  continuity  of 
training  of  new  entrants  in  order  to  keep  up  the  standard  of  proficiency. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  professional  services  have  net 
been  unduly  required. 

The  Health  Department  itself,  has  provided  a  g.oodly  number  of 
personnel  for  the  Forces.  Two  health  visitors  are  in  the  Territorial 
Nursing  Association;  two  sanitary  inspectors  are  in  the  Royal  Navy  and 
one  in  the  Royal  Air  Force;  and  five  clerks  have  joined  and  arc  in 
various  units  In  this  country. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  summarise  the  year  1941  as  one  beset  with 
difficulties  which  have  been  overcome  by  perseverance  and  goodwill  by 
all  concerned,  and  so  I  have  to  record  with  thanks  the  assistance  which 
I  have  received  from  the  whole  of  my  staff  -  medical,  nursing, 
inspectorial,  and  clerical,  and  also  my  gratitude  to  an  understanding 
"Chairman  and  Committee.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  River  Wear  is  a  tidal  river  and  taking 
sewage,  little  can  be  done  to  prevent  or  mitigate  pollution.

MILK  SUPPLY ;  Supervision  has  been  continued  of  all  premises  where 
milk  is  produced  or  stored,  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  farms,  dairies 
&c.,  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.  It  Is  regretted, 

however,  that  the  lack  of  experienced  labour,  due  to  the  war,  has 
adversely  affected  the  methods  of  milking  and  the  handling  of  milk 
generally*

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MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDERS,  1936-8, 

Results  of  samples  of  designated  milks  taken  for  the  purpose  of 
bacteriological  examination : - 

Samples  were  taken  from  three  ’producing  and  bottling ’ establishment s 
and  from  two  establishments  which  a  re ’ bottl ing '  only. 

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  was  40;  of  this  number  28  were 
submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  test 
only:  23  samples  were  certified  satisfactory  and  5  were  certified 
unsatisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  anc.  in  each  case  repeat 
samples  were  continued  until  either  satisfactory  results  were  obtained  or 
the  unsatisfactory  supply  was  discontinued. 

The  necessary  repeat  samples  numbered  12  and  these  were  submitted 
to  the  Bacteriologist  for  both  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  and  Coliform  tests. 

Samples  which  failed  to  satisfy  both  tests  numbered  5. 

In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  discontinue  the  milk  supply.  This 
action  was  voluntarily  taken  by  the  owner  of  the  bottling  establishment 
to  whom  the  milk  was  supplied  after  the  failure  of  three  consecutive 
samples  to  satisfy  both  tests. 

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  under  the  Milk(  Special  Designa¬ 
tions)  Order  during  the  year  under  review  was  considerably  less  than  the 
previous  year.  This  was  due  to  one  large  bottling  establishment 
discontinuing  the  use  of  special  designated  milk  with  respect  to  eight 
sources  of  supply.  This  milk  is  now  sold  as  ordinary  milk. 

Another  bottling  establishment  discontinued  the  bottling  and  sale 
of  designated  milk  during  the  year. 

The  reasons  for  discontinuing  the  bottling  of  these  designated 
milks  are  (l)  the  considerable  decrease  in  the  supply  of  Accredited  milk 
from  producers;  and  (2)  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  bottles,  caps  and 
discs .

Of  the  284  samples  examined  28  were  non-genuine,  i.e.,  9.86%; 
while  in  194  0  out  of  4  09  samples  examined  39  were  non-genuine,  i.e., 

9.5%.  Of  the  16  samples  of  food  substitutes  examined  4  were  non-genuine 
Two  of  these  four  samples  were  taken  informally  and  were  followed  up  by 
the  taking  of  two  formal  samples  as  a  result  of  which  legal  proceedings 
were  taken  resulting  in  a  conviction  in  one  case,  the  other  being 
dismissed . 


Of  the  137  samples  of  milk  taken,  16  were  non-genuine.  In  8  cases 
legal  proceedings  followed,  7  being  successful  and  1  case  dismissed.

Control  of  Slaughtering 

_ _  \ 


As  in  the  previous  year,  the  limited  facilities  and  space  in 
the  three  slaughter-houses  made  it  impossible  to  obtain  conditions 
satisfactory  in  all  respects;  and  constant  supervision  was  necessary 
to  see  that  meat  and  offal  were  handled  in  a  hygienic  manner. 

The  change  in  the  method  of  distribution  whereby  supplies  are 
allocated  direct  to  butchers  from  the  slaughter-houses  instead  of 
from  intermediate  centres  is  beneficial  because  less  handling  is 
required. 

The  quality  of  home  killed  meat  has  continued  to  be  excellent, 
more  than  80$  of  the  beef  being  from  prime  young  cattle.

A  wholesale  firm  of  provision  dealers  was  summoned  for  supplying 
meat  roll  containing  horseflesh  to  a  retail  grocer  who  had  not  asked  to 
be  supplied  with  horseflesh  and  who  had  asked  for  an  article  of  food 
not  ordinarily  made  of  horseflesh.  The  firm  was  fined  £5.  A  charge 
against  the  retailer  was  dismissed. 

A  grocer  was  fined  £1  for  having  in  his  possession  meat  roll 
containing  horseflesh  without  displaying  a  notice  to  that  effect. 

A  similar  charge  against  a  general  dealer  was  dismissed. 

The  remaining  two  cases  were  taken  in  respect  of  the  depositing 
on  premises  of  unsound  food,  two  convictions  being  recorded  without 
penalty. 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  DEALING  WITH  FOOD 
CONTAMINATED  BY  POISON  GASES. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  required  local  authorities  to  submit  schemes 
showing  preparations  for  the  treatment  and  disposal  of  gas  contaminated 
foodstuffs . 

The  scheme  provides  for  the  assignment  of  decontamination  squads, 
earmarking  of  vehicles  for  the  transport  of  foodstuffs  and  selection 
of  sites  suitable  for  the  decontamination  of  foodstuffs  by  airing  and 
washing. 
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Food  trades  in  the  town  have  given  every  assistance  by  providing 
volunteers  for  training,  a  list  of  those  enrolled  being  as  follows :-

All  the  volunteers  have  received  anti-gas  training  and  instruct!  n 
in  treatment  of  foodstuffs,  They  will  do  the  work  of  removal  of  food¬ 
stuffs,  as  far  as  possible,  in  addition  to  treatment. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  transport  and  a  site  prepared  for 
washing  and  airing.  Temporary  food  storage  premises  have  been  ear¬ 
marked  . 

The  scheme  has  received  the  formal  approval  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food  and  approval  has  also  been  given  for  expenditure  in  providing 
equipment,  such  expenditure  to  be  Included  in  claims  for  grant 
recognition  by  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security.

PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  THE  SPREAD  OF  ALIMENTARY  INFECTIONS. 

,  The  meat  trade  made  a  ready  response  to  co-operate  in  the 
measures  taken  to  protect  the  public  against  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases  which  might  be  conveyed  by  food  and  160  butchers  and 
assistants  attended  for  inoculation. 


Water,  soap,  and  towel  are  available  in  all  butcher  shops;  but  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  secure  hot  water  at  all  times  without  occasion¬ 
al  delay;  and  proper  wash  basins  cannot  always  be  bought  even  by 
butchers  anxious  to  instal  them.

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MUNICIPAL  HOSPITAL 


The  working  of  the  hospital  has  continued  smoothly  and  a  little 
relief  on  the  bed  pressure  has  been  obtained  by  an  arrangement 
between  the  hospital  and  the  Public  Assistance  Officer  in 
regard  to  transfer  of  cases  to  the  infirm  wards  that  are  ready 
for  discharge  but  have  no  responsible  relative  to  care  for 
them  or  where  home  conditions  are  such  that  it  is  impossible 
for  the  patient  to  be  accommodated  outside. 

There  has  been  no  further  medical  staff  change  with  the 
exception  of  the  appointment  of  Dr,  J.A.  Urquhart  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  Dr.  Seed  taking  a  commission  in  the  R.A.M.C. 

Dr,  Corfiold  reports  as  follows: - 

G-encral  Admissions  and  Discharges; 

There  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  admissions  and 
discharges  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  service 
cases*  which  in  the  previous  year  were  admitted  in  good 
numbers,  are  now  being  treated  at  the  Cherry  Knowlc  Military 
Hospital.  In  vie w  of  possible  casualties  v/e  have  also  restricted 
admissions  to  acute  cases. 

Service  and  Civilian  Casualties; 

27  cases  under  this  heading  were  admitted  during  the  year 
of  which  3  casualties  were  found  to  be  dead  on  admission.  The 
minor  enemy  air  activity  and  the  new  arrangements  made  for  the 
treatment  of  service  sick  cases  has  reduced  this  figure 
considerably. 

Out-patients  Department: 

Ouh  out-patient  figures,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  tables, 
are  again  reduced  and  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in¬ 
patients  are  again  lower  with  the  consequent  decrease  in  the 
number  of  in-patient  cases  referred  to  out-patients  for 
continuation  of  treatment. 

Maternity  Department; 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  this  year  is  up  by  4  over 
the  previous  year,  This  department  is  admitting  to  the  maximum 
and  full  analysis  of  the  work  of  this  department,  together  with 
the  gynaecological  section,  will  be  found  in  the  attached  tables.

Maternity  and  Gynaecological  Department. 

Dr.  Burke  reports: - 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  notable  increase 
in  the  gynaecological  work,  in  the  number  of  operations 
performed  and  the  number  of  patients  attending  the  out¬ 
patient  department.  In  the  no w  out-patient  department 
a  clinic  for  tho  investigation  of  minor  gynaecological 
ailments  was  commenced  and  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  in  the  attendances.  In  this  clinic  it  is 
possible  to  treat  patients  who  previously  would  have 
had  to  be  admitted  to  the  wards.

The  obstetric , /as  the  yearly  return  shows,  corres¬ 
ponds  closely  with  that  of  last  year.  There  has  been 
an  increase  of  minor  sepsis  and  this  has  called  for 
the  most  earnest  attention  and  vigilance  of  the  stagf . 

This  difficulty  is  also  being  experienced  in  other  maternity 
units  but  by  readjustment  of  the  routine  and  other  moans, 
it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  some  measure  of  control. 

There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  neonatal  death 
rate  but  this  has  been  more  than  offset  by  a  marked 
reduction  in  the  numborof  stillbirths.  There  has  been 
as  insignificant  increase  in  the  maternal  death  rate.

The  table  on  the  next  page  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
diseases,  excluding  Tuberculosis,  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year> 

There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  and  there  were  more  cases  of  Diphtheria  and 
Pneumonia  than  in  the  previous  year;  but  there  were  fewer  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  and  Cerebro- Spinal  Meningitis . 

Typhoid  Inoculation:  216  people  were  inoculated  against  Typhoid 

during  the  year;  82  of  these  failed  to  attend  for  the  second  dose.

HOSPITAL  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Dr.  Thorp  reports  as  follows  :- 

Diphtheria  Carriers  and  Chronic  Throats:  Many  ’carriers1  were 
admitted  and  the  usual  swab  diphtheria  cases.  Treatment  by  tonsil  and 
adenoid  removal  was  carried  out.  Observation  of  the  tonsils  in  these 
cases  showed  considerable  chronic  disease  and  would  suggest  that  more 
and  earlier  work  on  dental  caries  and  tonsil  and  adenoid  removal  would 
do  a  great  deal  to  lower  the  incidence  of  the  disease. 

The  number  and  severity  of  fever  cases  was  a  record  for  the 
Hospital . 

Heating  of  the  Hospital  throughout  the  Winter  was  poor  and 
patients  suffered  on  account  of  this.  Auxiliary  heating  was  provided 
where  possible. 

Several  times  during  the  year  arrangements  had  to  be  nade  to 
accommodate  patients  in  the  hospitals  of  the  Rural  District. 

More  cubicle  accommodation  is  required. 

The  housing  and  recreation  conditions  for  staff  remain  unimproved 
and  little  hope  is  entertained  of  extensions  during  the  war.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


Dr.  Rowstron  reports  as  follows: - 

The  figures  in  the  following  table  do  not  show  the 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  Venereal  Diseases  that  was  to 
be  expected  owing  to  war  conditions. 

There  is  a  striking  diminution  in  the  number  of 
attendances  of  patients  during  the  year.  This  in  great 
measure  is  due  to  improved  methods  of  treatment  and  to 
some  extent  to  the  large  number  of  Seamen  who,  after  onu  or 
two  attendances,  proceed  to  other  centres  at  various  ports. 

The  Almoner  has  resigned  on  obtaining  an  appointment  to 
a  more  important  post,  and  temporary  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  carry  on  the  work. 

We  have  entered  into  occupation  of  the  new  V.D.  Wards  at 
the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  now  have  8  beds  available  instead  of  6.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


There  has  been  a  total  increase  of  81  cases  of  tuberculosis 
notified  during  the  year(18  more  pulmonary  and  63  more  n on-pulmonary) 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  As  regards  the  deaths  from  this 
disease  there  have  been  34  more  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
this  year  than  last  and  14  deaths  more  this  year  than  the  previous  year 
from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  -  a  total  increase  of  48. 

During  the  year  206  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  141  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified,  making  a  total  of  347  cases. 
Of  these,  200  were  males  and  147  females. 

Three  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  discovered  from  the  Death 
Returns  not  to  have  been  notified,  compared  with  six  for  the  previous 
year. 

Letters  were  addressed  to  the  medical  practitioners  concerned  with 
such  non-notification,  and  in  each  case  it  was  reported  that  it  was 
assumed,  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  case,  that  previous  notification 
had  occurred.

Should  the  necessity  arise,  after  a  heavy 
raid  for  the  hospitals  themselves  to  call  on  donors,  a  list 
of  donors  in  their  district  Group  4(0)  ,  is  l£ept  at  each 
hospital,  including  a  number  never  called  to  give  blood  for 
storage,  but  only  to  be  called  in  an  emergency.
